DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 05/17/201 1 
has been entered. 

DETAILED ACTION 

2. Claims 15-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02 or 1 03 would be improper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims 15, 28 with the allowable feature 
being Housing structure with frame structure having via connecting elements holding 
detachably several optical elements, when the optical elements with their mounts or 
structural modules and connecting elements are installed in the flame structure, the 
housing structure is an integral load- bearing unit; when the optical elements with their 
mounts or structural modules and connecting elements are not installed in the frame 
structure, the flame structure is not self-supporting; and the flame structure and the

mounts or structural modules with their connecting elements have at least 
approximately the same coefficient of thermal expansion. 
4. Therefore claims 1 5-28 are allowed.
